News Creates Consternation. 

Marseilles, February 11.—The news 
of the wreck of the General Chanzy 
caused consternation in this city, 
whence the vessel sailed Wednesday 
for Algiers. Relatives and friends of 
the passengers and crew rushed to the 
steamship office. imploring details of 
the accident. Pathetic scenes were en- 
acted when they were informed that 
with the exception of one passenger, all 
On board had perished. 

The government is arranging to as- 
the families of the crew, who 
were all members of the Merchant 
Marine. 

The Chanzy is a total wreck. Steam- 
ers have been dispatched from Spain 
and from points in the Balearic islands 
to the scene of the catastrophe. 

Among the victims was the cele- 
brated Parisian music hall singer, 
Francis Dufor, as well as other promi- 
nent music hall favorites. 

The General Chanzy struck at 9 
o’clock Thursday night after Captain 
Cayol, with all his experience, had 
been unable to cope with the tempest 
of almost unprecedented violence. 
Other ships in the neighborhood had 
safely ridden out the storm, but the 
Chanzy fell prey to the elements, was 
drifted off her couse through the 
drifted off her course through the 
on the coast of Minorca, in the vicinity 
of Ciudadela. Fishermen at daybreak 
picked up Rodel clinging to a piece 
of wreckage. 

Chanzy Hugs the Shore. 

Marseilles, February 11—When the 


Chanzy sailed from this port, accord- 


ing to the details reaching here to- 
night, instead of heading direct for Al- 
giers, she hugged the coast as far as 
Barcelona in order to avoid the storm, 
and finally ran under the shelter of 
the islands of Minorca and Majorca. 
The engines broke down, however, and 
the vessel was rendered powerless. The 
storm hurled her against the rocks on 
the north coast of the island of Mi- 
norea, in the vicinity of Cludadela, and 
she went down almost immediately. 
The sole survivor, Mercel Rodel, 
brought the news to Palma. 

According to the steamship com- 
pany’s sailing list, the steamer 
Marechal Bugeaud should have sailed 
on Wedneeday, but was replaced by 
the Chanzy. Many passengers booked 
for Algiers had waited to go by the 
Chanzy because of the great confidence 
felt in her captain. The French line 
authorities say that they have hopes 
that some-cf the passengers have es- 
caped and landed on other parts of the 
island of Minorca. 

It is now believed that three Ameri- 
can vaudeville players, halling from 
San Francisco, were on board the 
steamer.. Their names are Fisie Henry 
and Messrs. Drenda and Delymm.,

A letter from Secretary Meyer was 
received by the house committee, giv- 
ing Mr. Peary's naval record, and 
stating that he should be designated 
as “civil cngineer’” and not com- 
mander. 

Ten Years in Absences. 

Secretary Meyer said Mr. Peary en- 
listed on October 26, 1881, and that he 
had had a total of more than ten years 
in leaves cf absence. 
spoke of Mr. Peary’s discovery of the 
as “self-imposed,” but of most 
commendable task, having no military 
or raval significance. and recommend- 
ed that Mr. Peary be retired as a civil 
engineer, with the rank and pay of a 


rear admiral. 

Members of the committee expressed 
antagonism to any idea of “pension- 
ing’:»Mr. Peery with increased pay, al- 
though they thought congress might 
favor the idea of giving him a gold 


medal. 

Representative Roberts, of Massa- 
chusetts, a member cf the subcommit- 
tee, sald he saw no reason whatever 
for conferring such an honor as was 
contemplated upon Mr. Peary. 

“Hiis discovery of the North Poie,” 
said Mr. Roberts, “ras been of abso- 
lutely no benefit to the United States, 
to civilization or to the naval service, 
as far as I can see. He has been ab- 
sent from duty in the navy depart- 
ment most of the time ne has been 
connected with it, and has dene noth- 
ing to entitle him to this honor. 

Not in Favor of Pension. 

“IT think probably congress 
look with favor on giving him some 
kind of recognition. For instance, if 
his friends wanted him to receive a 
gold medal or something of that sort, 
Il would be in favor of it. But I am not 
in favor of giving Mr. Peary a pension 
for what he has done; I do not think 
he is entitled to it.” 

The subcommittee which 
action consisted of Messrs. 
Roberts, Bates, Englebright, 
and Macon. tepresentative 
was absent. 

Secretary Meyer's letter referring to 
the bill introduced by Representative 
Allen is as follows: 

“It would appear that the bili in 
question is framed for the purpose of 
ewarding Civil Mngineer Peary for

Marsh Resents Imputation. 

Mr. Marsh, with livid face emphat- 
ically resented any imputation that 
the members of the exchange counte- 
nanced fraud or cheating. Mr. Sims 
explained that what he meant was 
whether the business coul¢ not 
conducted as to eliminate 
that Mr. Marsh and other 
bers: are consciously guilty of 
practices.’ 

“lf am against all iniquity,” declared 
Mr. Marsh. “I pronounce all under- 
takings entered into by any human be- 
ing with the intent of not fulfilling 
that which he umMndertakes to do as 
iniquitous. The presumption in busi- 
ness circles is that an honorable man, 
heading an honorable position in the 
business community is neither a fraud 
nor a cheat.” 

Mr. Marsh described the membership 
and functions of the exchange, and 
admitted that there were some specu- 
lative transactions. 

He insisted that the present system 
of transactions amounted to actual de- 
livery, but declined to furnish any de- 
tails of his own business to show just 
how much actual delivery was _ per- 
formed under his contracts. 

Not Producing Enough Cotton. 

“The world is not producing enough 
cotton for its. needs,” he declared. 
“This vear it is producing 3,000,000 to 
5.500.000 bales less than it consumed 
last vear. There has never been a 
time in the history of the cotton in- 
dustry when there has been more un- 
easiness regarding the price of coiton 
than there is now. This will continue 
until the world normally produces 
enough for its needs, or the needs are 
brought down to the production.” 

Chairman Seott asked if there 
much speculation in cotton en 
‘change or by its members by enter- 
ing into contracts for purchase or sale 
of cotton with the hope of profit. 

“There is no member of the ex- 
change.” was Mr Marsh's reply, “whose 
entire fortune is not responsible for 
his eontraects with fellow members.” 

Mr. Scott read a lefter from H. Tu. 
Scales, of a New York firm. character- 
izing the cotton exchange contract as 
a menace. :Mr. Marsh agreed _§ that 
spinners could not afford to buy fu- 
ture contracts on the New York cot- 
ton exchange unless they exercise mer- 
eantile functions. 

“Then, how can the New 
chants furnish the spinners 
ton?’ asked Mr. Scott. 

Every Contract Is Enforcible. 

“The spinners,” replied Mr. Marsh, 
‘eet it from the merchant, who. has 
the true New York stock scattered 
from one part of the world-to another. 
The New York stock is all the cotton 
in the world against which contracts 
have heen sold to buyers tn New York. 
Every contract of the Néw York cot- 
ton exchange.” he insisted, “is en- 
forcible and legal.”

The Great Spanish Swindle. 
(Mrs. C. R. Miller in Leslie’s.) 
Despite the warnings given out by 
the department of state at Washing- 
ton from time to time against such 
frauds, the Spanish swindle cases con- 
tinue, and recently these attempted 
frauds have increased to such an ex- 
tent that the state department re- 


ceives several letters a week from peo-- 


Ple who have either been victimized 
by these schemers or who have re- 
ceived letters from them. These 
swindlers have preyed upon residents 
of the United States for more than 
twenty-five years, and have secured 
thousands of dollars from Americans. 
They are located in various parts of 
Spain... Their method of procedure is 
to write to some person in the United 
states respecting the imprisonment 
of a relative and the guardianship of 
his child. The stories vary in detail, 
but the most common one is that a 
distant relative of the person to whom 
one letter is written is a political pris- 
oner from Cuba, who has been in prison 
for several years, sent there because 
he was accused of using funds belong- 
ing to the Spanish gcvernment to aid 
the insurrection in Cuba. It is said 
that the Spanish government has con- 
fiscated all his property which could 
be found, but that there is still a large 
sum of money on deposit in the United 
States. The certificate of this deposit, 
the letter states, is hidden in a valise 
in an arbor somewhere near the prison. 
This commanication is from a supposed 
priest, who is the conféssor of the 
prisoner, the latter being represented 
as very ill at the writing and “suffer- 
ing torture’ as to the fate of his only 
child—a beautiful young daughter. 
Will his beloved relative in the United 
States undertake the guardianship of 
this child, whose fortune is anywhere 
from $30,000 to $100,000? One-fourth 
of the amount is to be given to the 
relative who becomes her guardian. 
The whole schéme is presented in 
such a plausible manner that 76 per 
cent. of the recipients of such letters 
send the money, and in many instances
